WIREWORM CONTROL IN 
POTATO FIELDS AND GARDENS 


By Thos. Kilduff, research ex- 
tension officer science service lab 
oratories, Lethbridge. 

Every season wireworms cause con- 
siderable loss to growers of potatoes. 
Their destructive spring feeding on 
the planted seed pieces and Me de 
veloping underground parts results in 
gaps in the rows or weak unproduc- 
tive plants. Later in backyard gar- 
dens and in large fields, digging 
time reveals the unsightly holes in 
the mature tuber left by the feeding 
of this pest It is not uncommon in 
wirewlorm infested acres to find that 
twenty percent of the crop is dam: 
aged, and unmarketable, because of 
their feeding activity, 

The grower may want to know how 
to cut down his losses another year. 
Ic. A. P, Arnason and 'W. B. Fox of 
the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture Entomology Laboratory at 
Saskatoon, have devoted many years 
to the wireworm problem on our west 
ern plains. Among the newer bug» 
killing chemicals tested they have 
found several which give excellent re- 
sults under our soil and climatic con- 


ditions. 
Soil fumigation with ethylene 
dibromide, so effective in the south- 


ern States and the coastal regions 
of B.C., has not given economica) 
field control of the prairie wireworm, 
our most prevalent species, Very 
heavy applications, costing around 
ninety dolars per acre at current 
prices, have given good results when 
the soil is warm and moderately dry, 
but have proven disappointing under 
our usual cold or wet spring con- 
ditions. 

Chlordane, now widely used for 
grasshopper control, will kill about 
eighty percent of the wireworms and 
reduce injury by the same amount 
with a pre-seeding application of ten 
pounds of the active chemica] per 


acre. Aldrin has given comparable | 


results at five pounds per acre. Both 
are available and relatively cheap. 
Either may be applied to the soil sur- 
face in dust or spray form, using the 
same spraying or dusting equipment 
used in weed control.
